The Robena No. 3 mine, owned 
by the U.S. Steel Corp. and con-! 
sidered the most mechanized in 
the world, was ripped by an ex­ 
plosion at I p.m. EST, Thursday. 


Mine safety officals said today 
that rescue teams, working at top 
speed, may know by midnight 
whether any of the remaining 21 
miners missing in the blast had 
survived. 
Seven of the dead miners were 
identified. 
Identification 
was 
made difficult because of the con­ 
dition of the bodies. Mine experts 
had described the explosion as 
"tremendous.” 
Greene County Coroner Frank 
J. Behm and a U. S. Steel >hy* 
sician, Dr. Dave Fingle, said in 
a joint statement that "the catne 
of death of the bodies identified 
was the force of the blast. Death 
was instantaneous." 
A U. S. Steel spokesman .aid 
recovery of the bodies was de­ 
layed this morning by a break­ 
down in the ventilation system 
put up by the rescue workers. 
Nevertheless, the spokesman said, 
progress through the rubble-filled 
shaft toward the working face 
was 
moving 
at a quickening 
pace. 
State Secretary of Mines Lewis 
Evans said at an early morning 
press briefing that he expected 
rescue operations to be completed 
today if volunteers continue work­ 
ing at their present rate. 
It was announced that an offi­ 
cial investigation by the State 
Mines Department and U.S. Steel 
Corp., owner and operator of the 
mine, already had begun to learn 
the circumstances involving the 
violent explosion that thundered 
through the diggings at 1:15 p m. 
EST last Thursday. 


The general feeling was that it 
would be a miracle if any of the 
men survived the blast, ensuing 
fire and prolonged entombment. 
All signs were discouraging. 


One mine official said there was 
evidence that oxygen in the pas­ 
sageway area “has probably beal 
depleted."

Publishers 
Talk 40 Mins. 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Striking 
printers and representatives of 
nine New York City publishers sat 
down today for their first joint 
negotiations since the walkout 
Saturday that cut off one-tenth of 
the nation’s daily newspaper cir­ 
culation. 
Both sides were reported far 
apart in their positions as they 
met with federal mediators at 
11:10 a m. EST. It was not known 
on what issues the differences 
were greatest. 
The joint talks broke up after 
40 minutes and the publishers and 
printers went into separate meet­ 
ings. Neither side would com­ 
ment. 
Both sides were fearful a pro­ 
longed strike could cause the 
death of one or more of the 
newspapers in the nation’s big­ 
gest city. 
Bertram S. Powers, president of 
Local 6, International Typographi­ 
cal Union (ITU), said before go­ 
ing into the session the strike 
could be settled in three hours if 
there was a “willingness” to ne­ 
gotiate. 
Frank H. Brown, director of the 
Federal Mediaton and Conciliation 
Service, called the meeting in the 
hope of steering negotiations to­ 
ward an agreement between offi­ 
cials of the Publishers Associa­ 
tion of New York and striking Lo­ 
cal 6. 
But prospects for an early set­ 
tlement were slim and with all 
signs pointing toward a lengthy 
strike, one publisher feared that 
“one or two or more” of the 
city’s newspapers Alight be forced 
out of business. 
The strike by printers and de­ 
li/erymen, now in its third day, 
cut off one-tenth of the nation’s 
total daily newspaper circulation. 
The n i n e newspapers involved 
have a total daily circulation of 
about 5,700,000.
